And we 
advise everyliody whose thoughts turn in this direc- 
tion to follow their thoughts as soon as possible, and 
everybody else to follow after. Certainly Mammoth 
Cave deserves the reverential devotions of every 
true lover of the wonderful.

Examining Cocets— The Trial by J vey.— I nder the 
absurd decisions of our Supreme Court, that a juror who 
has "formed or expressed an opinion is incompetent, it 
is very difficult to obtain juries of reading, intelligent 
men to trv causes of popular notoriety. The reason is, 
that nearly all men of this class take, or at any rate read, 
some one or mere newspapers. If a murder is committed, 
or a homoeide in just self-defense, the facts and circum- 
stances brought out before the cxaminiug court being 
spread belore them in the newspapeas, are read and com- 
mented on. leaving to these who do not read, or reading, 
are incnimble of an "opinion," the only portion of the 
community among whom a panel may he obtained. Hence 
the loosenesa with which the law is executed. Hence 
the almost farce into which the trial by jury has degene- 
rated. 

We have determined, in view to the ends of justice, 
to abstain hereafter from thus indirectly aiding in the es- 
cape of villains, through prejudice upon the minds of our 
readers, caused by re|K>rting the testimony on prelimina- 
rv examinations before committing courts. We may 
fail, thereby, to gratify the api>etite of the curious for 
ne>r», but we shall be in some small degree instrumental 
in promoting the ends of justice—Memphis Bulletin. 

The Memphis editor has made but a partial state- 
ment of the evil. It is very true, that, where the 
proceedings of examining courts are published and 
where newspapers make statements and engage 
in discussion as to the guilt or innocence of persons 
indicted for crime, the ignorant men of the commu- 
nity, the people who do not read, must necessarily 
be the only persons who can legally serve as jury- 
men, they being the only persons that do not form 
an opinion; but the evil does not stop here. The 
publication of testimony and the statement and the 
argument of a esse beforehand at the tribunal of the 
people are directly calculated not only to put igno- 
rant men upon the jury but perjured villains who 
are not ignorant. All the reading men of the com- 
munity will of course form an opinion, and such of 
them as are honest, will, if interrogated in court, 
say that they have done so and thus be rejected, 
but theft others, who may be bril>ed by a rich de- 
fendant or by a rich prosecutor, will falsely swear 
that they have not formed an opinion and so se- 
cure themselves a place among the jurors. Hence 
persons grossly ignorant and persons grossly vil- 
lainous will almost inevitably constitute the whole 
jury. 

Unquestionably either the practice of publishing 
the testimony and comments upon the testimony 
before examining courts should be abandoned by the 
press, or else the law ehould be so changed as not to 
exclude from juries those persons who may have 
formed opinions from having read such testimony 
and comments. Probably both these things would 
be improvements upon the present condition of af- 
fairs. 

Miss Delia Bacon, an American writer, has published 
'■'The Philosophy of SJuiksiteare I'v.foldrd," with a pre- 
face by Nathaniel Hawthorne. The book, consisting of 
some fioo pages of royal 8vo., is only part of what is on 
baud! The design of the work is to show that, not Shaks- 
paanhat Lord Bacon. Sir Walter ltaleigh. and other wri- 
MM might have written what as the dramatic and oth- 
er writing? of him whom M. I'onsard. of the Academy of 
France, speaks of as "the divine Williams." Mr. Haw- 
thorne's preface consist* of nine pages tr'our of which arc 
quotations), declaring that he thinks Miss Bacon writes 
very well — that it is a perilous thing for her to write against 
Shaksjieare — and that he ha- not yet read the conclusion 
of her book, which will contain "historical proofs." In 
fact. Miss Delia Bacon seems to have drawn on Mr. Haw - 
thorne's good nature, for his preface shows that he really 
did not know what to say. — A'etc York Timet. 

Some months ago, to the surprise and grief of the 
judicious, an article conceived in the spirit of the 
above-mentioned work appeared in Putnam's Maga- 
zine. It was feebly yet earnestly written, and bore 
very evident and abundant marks of extreme men- 
tal caprice. After stating several fanciful reasons 
Cor believing Shakspeare to be a myth, and hinting 
unmistakably at Ix>rd Bacon as the possible author 
of the immortal dramas, it concluded with a prom- 
ise of historical proofs in subsequent articles, which, 
to the credit of Putnam, never appeared in its col- 
umns, and have not, so far as we know, appeared 
elsewhere, unless, indeed, they compose Miss Delia 
Bacon's "Philosophy of Shakspeare Unfolded." It 
is highly probable that they do. 

Miss Bacon is the sister of Dr. Leonard Bacon, of 
New Haven, one of the ablest and most eloquent 
divines in New England, and has herself given 
proof of considerable literary power. She is a 
protege of Catherine Beecher, who, a few years 
since, some of our readers may possibly remember, 
made a not very admirable passage in the lifeof her 
friend the theme of a thinly veiled fiction, which 
disgusted those who were familiar with the facts, and 
bored those who were not. Miss Bacon has written 
a number of tales for the religious magazines, and 
not long since delivered a course of historical lec- 
tures to private classes of young ladies, after (doubt- 
less some distance after) the manner of the well 
known conversations of the all-accomplished Marga- 
ret Fuller. Miss B. is not by any means deficient in 
mind or attainments. She, however, is afflicted 
with incurable whimsicality, and has probably 
"unfolded" the "Philosophy of Shakspeare" under 
the mere impulse of vanity kindled by a real or 
fancied relationship with the great Chancellor whose 
name she bears. Certainly the undertaking is 
eminently worthy of such a motive.

Young, ac- 
companied by Presidents Kimball and Wells, and 
many others from this eity and the settlements sooth, 
who availed themselves of the invitation to partici- 
pate in the pleasure of a tour through the northern 
counties, and thence to the settlement on Salmon 
river, in Oregon Territory, left the city on Friday 
last, expecting to be gone some four or five weeks.

Later from Mexico. — The Mexico 
Union arrived Wednesday evening with advices 
from Vera Cruz to the 21st ult., and from the city of 
Mexico to the 16th. 

We learn from a passenger by the Union, who but 
recently had a conversation with Rasey Biven, Esq., 
the brother-in-law of Capt. Crabb, that our worst 
fears have been realized — that all the prisoners 
taken at Caborca, Capt. C. among them, had suf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the Mexican laws, or 
been massacred, as Mr. B. expresfed it. The State, 
however, does not seern yet to be at peace, as we 
learn from the Trait d' Union that more artillery and 
munitions of war had been sent thither. 

The most extensive preparation are in progress at 
Vera Cruz, both at the fort and in the town, in an- 
ticipation of the threatened Spanish invasion. 

The Presidential election returns were already 
coming in, and, as was expected, were generally fa- 
vorable to Comonfort. 

Senor Calvo, chief of the San Suis rel>els, has been 
condemned to ten years' exile or imprisonment. 
Geri S inchez the same; Capt. Cortes has been let 
off with five, and Contreras with two years' exile or 
imprisonment. 

The Puel4a diligence was attacked by bandits and 
robbed, on the night of the 7th. Six passenger* 
lost all they had; not only their money, but spare 
clothing. Other robberies on the same road are 
mentioned, and much insecurity was felt because of 
the inefficiency or connivance of the patroU.

If the ice 
will permit him to pass through Bellot's Strait or 
go clown Peel's Sound, he will al>andon the idea of 
taking his ship through the conjectured Northwest 
Passage, and, leaving her in safety in Prince Re- 
gent t Inlet, wdl proceed to make the search for the 
missing ships, Erebus and Terror, by sledding 
parties.

Mob Law at Fiokekck, N. T.— The Daven- 
port Gazette is indebted to a friend for the following 
extract from a letter dated Florence, Nebraska, 
May 20, ami wiitWu by Mr. T. McGarvran, former- 
ly a resident of Davenport: 

We have had a very exciting time here to-day. 
Some six or seven men were arrested for claim 
jumping. One o'clock this evening was the time 
appointed for trial, and the whole town was pres- 
ent. The prisoners were brought up tied togeth- 
er tried by the club association and condemned. 
Death was the penalty. Ropes were procured, and 
I thought for sometime they were sure to be hung 
according to sentence, and I now think that had it 
not l>een for an old gray-headed father pleading for 
bis fon and sons-in-law, and the tears of their wives 
and sisters they would have been hung. A num- 
ber of speeches were made in favor of death, but 
the final result was, three were set free on condition 
that they would do right and be honest in future, 
confessing their fault and releasing their right to 
the claim. The other four were sent across the riv- 
er accompanied by 150 men, with a resolution that 
if thev ever set foot again on Nebraska soil they 
w ould' be hung.

The occurrence was no less than 
the union of a step-father to the daughter of his | 
latelv deceased m ife. The point that more especial- 
If touched the English residents was, that the cere- | 
monv was performed bv the British Charge d Af- 
faires, and at the office of the British legation. 1 
From 'our correspondence and the paperl published 
there we gather the following as the facts of the 
case: 

Dr. Ciego Bantista Urbaneja, a lawyer of high 
standing in Caracas, married, some years ago, a 
widow ladv, who had several children by her first 
husband. "Little more than eighteen months ago 
she died, and at the time of her decease one of her 
daughters was fullv ^rown. This daughter soon be- 
came the object of her step-father's desire, and in 
twelve months after the death of the wife and moth- 
er it was rumored that the gentleman in question 
was anxious, if possible, to marry his step-daughter. 
The ecclesiastical law among the Catholics has ever 
lieen, on such subjects, more stringent than among 
Protestants, although dispensations are frequently 
given for particular cases. The Archbishop of Ven- 
ezuela was applied to for one in the case in question, 
but an unhesitating refusal given. It is reported 
that application was then made to the Pope, but 
with the same result. Efforts were then made to see 
whether the ceremony would be solemnized in Cur- 
acoa, nnder the Dutch Government, but nnnMMHj 
fullv. as in some of the other West India Islands. < 

Iii the last resort, and after every exertion else- 
where had !-e?n Bade, application was made to Mr. 
Bingham, her British .Majesty's charge d'affaires— 
English ministers and consuls, resident in foreign 
countries, being authorized to solemnize the mar- 
riage rite, after the form of the Church of England, 
where one or both of the parties are British subject*." 
In the present case the father of the intended wife 
was an Englishman, though her mother was a na- 
tive. Mr. Bingham found no difficulty in uniting 
them, and the sacred rite was performed by him. 
The enormitv of such a connection was only equall- 
ed by the conduct of the high functionary who offi- 
ciated at the ceremonv — a ceremony which attempt- 
ed to justify a union which the whole civilized world 
now, by common consent, regards as scarcely less 
than incest. 

The above are the main features of the case. 
The Catholic population are not a little excited 
alwut it, and the Protestant still more. The former 
are loud in their denunciations, while the latter 
feel it the more keenly, as the parties are both Cath- 
olics, who had applied in vain to their own authori- 
ties and their own church; after failing to have it 
sanctioned there, they applied to a Protestant 
Charge d' Affaires. They are now subject to the 
taunts of the native population as sanctioning such 
an unholy alliance. The case is somewhat aggra- 
vated by" the fact that the ceremony was performed 
by the British Charge. Were it merely by a pri- 
vate man or clergyman, the act could be treated as 
an individual misdemeanor by a man unfit for his 
calling, but the high official position of one of the 
chief actors puts a different aspect on the matter. 
The Protestant residents there have done all they 
could to disavow any sanction of such a marriage, 
and have made a public protest through the press. 
Mr. Bingham, the Charge d' Affaires, is the brother 
of the Earl o f Lucan, of Crimean notori ety. 

Hoffman, the Novelist.— The editor of the 
Pittsburg Journal writes to his paper a descriptkn 
of a visit to the Pennsylvania Insane Asylum, at 
Harrisburg. Among the inmates is Charles Fenno 
Hoffman, the novelist, his interview with whom he 
describes as fallows: 

I return for a moment to the men's wards. Loit- 
ering behind my companions, 1 found Dr. Curwcn 
formally introducing them to a patient who had just 
emerged from his chamber. He. is a tall, spare man, 
moving heavily, with a shuffling halt of the right 
leg, and supporting himself with a cane. A mass 
of long, black hair droops in disorder over a noble 
forehead: the eye is dark and deep, and sweeps over 
the visitors with a quiet .power, altogether unlike 
madness. The nose is large, somewhat irregular in 
outline, but finely cut about the nostril, which is ex- 
panded and rounded with grace and strength, indic- 
ative of talent, if not of geniuf. 

He remembered an excursion in the saddle over 
Coal Hill, which he shared with some eight or nine 
young people, and of which he made brief mention 
in his book of personal adventure published soon af- 
ter. I tried his memory by reproducing a compli- 
ment he had there recorded of a spirited young lady 
who was of the party: "accompanied by a pair of 
queen-like eyes. His countenance grew radiant 
with a positively sweet smile as he ejaculated, "Ah, 

yes, MhsS *. How b|Miss S ?" I did not 

tell him he forgot that was -twenty-four year* ago, 
but evaded reply. I might nave told him that Miss 
S. had been a wife and "mother twenty years ago, 
and has long since passed away. 1 might have told 
him that, rof the eight or" nine voung people 
who composed that gay and happy party, but ttco 
are now alive, and one of them in a HMNM the 
other feeble, infirm, and almost an old man. "Alas 
for time and death and care, what shadows o'er our 
path ye fling." But I did not. Let him cherish 
his pleasant delusion.

PROSPECT FOR CROPS. 

Henry Co., Terni., June 1, 1857. 
Messiis. Editors: Seeing in your recent issues 
notices of the prospect for crops in different sections 

of tl«e country, I have concluded to give you some 
items in reference to the prospect in this region of 
country, near the Kentucky line. The spring here, 
as almost every where I have heard from, has been 
at least a month later than u ual, or in ordinary years; 
and the month of April was throughout the coldest 
I have an}- recollection of ever experiencing, and I 
am now in my olst year. Indeed, it was a real 
winter month in temperature; aud at the close of it 
the trees and vegetation presented almost as bare 
an aspect as in mid winter. But the farmers had 
one advantage, and an important one, that they 
were in a great measure deprived of last year — 
good, dry weather in which to prepare their land for 
their crops; and good preparation is "half the bat- 
tle" in making a crop. But owing to the continued 
cold weather, they have had great difficulty in ob- 
taining a stand of corn. Almost every field Wad to 
be planted over the second time, and some I think 
the ttiird time! 

They have succeeded, however, in getting a good 
stand at last. The prospect for the whe/U and oat 
crops is tine, particularly the latter; and, if the sea- 
son continues propitious, there must be at least an 
average crop of these made, if not more. There is 
a prospect for a sufficiency of tobacco plants, but 
they are late and small and but very little has as 
yet been planted. If we can have a late fall, the 
crops of corn and tobacco will no doubt be fine; and 
there will doubtless be an unusually late fall. Do 
you ask me my reasons for so saying? I reply, the 
predictions in the Western Farmers' Almana:, pub- 
lished by Messrs. Morton & Criswold, of your city. 
The weather calculations in that are made according 
to "Herschel's weather table," and 1 have procured 
their Almanac for a number of years and noticed 
closely their weather predictions and have found 
them to fail but very seldom. According to that, 
we are now having very rainy and somewhat cool 
weather and.it wifi continue to be such until towards 
the 20th of the month, when the weather will become 
settled, dry and warm, to be soon succeeded, how- 
ever, by "showers again. Mark the predictions! 

Owing to the bad crops of last year, corn and 
provender of all kinds have become extremely 
scarce; in fact, there is hardly any to be had in the 
country. Many farmers" exhausted their supplies 
before the winter was over, and soon after the spring 
months (not spring weather, however) commenced; 
and the consequence has been that many cattle and 
hogs have died from starvation, as they could not ob- 
tain food to keep them alive. Son.e farmers having 
large flocks of cattle have lost nearly all. I am ac- 
quainted with one man who, out of a flock of twenty 
lost all but tiro. 

We have tine growing weather now, and liave had 
for a week or two past; and I do not remember ever 
to have seen vegetation put forth so rapidly. The 
failure of crops for ttco years, almost in succession, 
should teach the farmers a le.-son by which to profit 
in their arrangements, calculations, and expecta- 
tions. In order to insure a sufficient supply of food 
for their stock, particularly on the contingency of 
such winters as the two past, and such a late spring 
as the one just passed, tl •/ will have to imike more 
hay, and resort to other crops for the purpose than 
those usually relied on by them. And 1 know of no 
crop that promises to be so well adapted for this pur- 
pose, and that can be so successfully raised, as the 
sorghum or Chinese sugar cane, as it can be made to 
produce two crops of /odder in the same season, and 
that of the best kind. The great quantity, too, 
which it will vield to the acre (m to tight toru) com- 
mends it to their attention. Let them give it a fair 
trial.

A Strange Occurrence. — By a letter from F. 
S. Murphy, Esq., of Geneva, to his brother in this 
place, we arc put in.posscssion of the following facts, 
regarding a most singular occurrence that happened 
a few days ago in the vicinity of Geneva. The let- 
ter is dated May 29, 1857, and says: "A very strange 
occurrence took place this morning, a short distance 
out of town, which has alarmed and excited the 
whole neighborhood. A family by the name of 
Daignen, living about one mile south of this village, 
on the skirts of the Geneva Woods, had their child, 
about two years old taken from the very thres- 
hold of their dwelling, by a large and ferocious 
looking animal, which immediately made oft' to the 
woods, and, before the screams of the mother had 
caused it to drop its prey, had carried the child a 
number of rods. 

This is the second time it has appeared and taken 
the same child. Tuesday morning it came out of 
the woods and took the same child from the door- 
yard, and, in spite of the efforts of the family, suc- 
ceeded in carrying it about sixty rods into the woods 
l>efore it relinquished its burden. It is not definite- 
ly known what kind of animal it is that thus boldly 
intrudes on the rights of its human neighbors, but 
from the description given by the terrified family it 
.is thought to be a bear. A large party of men have 
been on the hunt for it for the past two days, but 
thus far without success. They express their deter- 
mination, however, to capture it if it remains in 
thta part of the country. 

This circumstance reminds one strongly of "fron- 
tier life." The animal has been seen several times 
this spring by persons at a distance.— Wisconsin Fx. 

Strong Words.— General Sir Charles James 
Napier, brother of the military historian, made the 
following entry in his "Journal," under date of 
January 30th» 1810, the anniversary of the execu- 
tion of* Charles I: "This day, my great, great, 
great grandfather, Charles the First, was be-nobbed! 
and well he deserved it; he was as Jesuitical, hypo- 
critical rascal as ever wore a crown. He died with

To provide for the collection of Railroad taxes for 
the year ending March 10th, 185*, and prescribing 
the duties of Collectors of Railroad taxes, and 
tixing their compensation. 

Section 1. Be u ordatned by the General Council 
of the City of LouuriUe, That a tax of ten cents on 
each one hundred dollars' worth of taxable property 
in said city, listed for Railroad taxation, to pay 
interest on the bonds of the citv of Ix>uis ville for 
8500,000, issued to the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road ComjMmy, under and by virtue of an ordinance 
approved June 17th, 1851, entitled, "an ordinance 
to authorize a subscription of one million of dollars 
for the construction of u Railroad from Louisville to 
Nashville ;" al.-o, a tax of twenty cents upon each 
one hundred dollars' worth of taxable property listed 
as aforesaid, to pay interest on the ! ouds of the citv 
of Louisville for i500,000, issued to the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, cn the 1st dav of 
April, 1856; also, to pay iuterest on the bond's of
